I have reviewed the Official Filing Receipt for this application. I would like to bring the following 
items to your attention: 

1 . The first paragraph of the specification is a cross-reference to related applications. Two of the 
applications were filed on the same day, therefore blanks appear instead of the serial numbers. 
The applications numbers are 10/697,353 (PPC834 CIP4) and 10/697,838 (PPC834 CIP5) both 
filed on October 30, 2003. You may wish to prepare a Preliminary Amendment to add this 
information to the specification. 

2. The Brief Description of the Drawings starting on page 10 of the specification only includes 
figures 1-6. There are a total of 1 1 figures. You may wish to prepare a Preliminary Amendment to 
add a brief description for figures 7-1 1 to the specification. 

3. The Recordation Cover Sheet submitted to the PTO on February 17, 2004, has a typo in the 
assignee's name: Mc-Neil-PPC, Inc. instead of McNeil-PPC, Inc. The information is correct on the 
assignment but the recordation division will pick it up from the cover sheet. Therefore, when you 
receive the Notice of Recordation, please double check the spelling of the assignee's name and 
correct if necessary.
